1. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Based on 
applicants arguments found in the appeal brief filed 04/22/05 and the discussion found 
in the BPAI decision (9/13/06), the primary reasons for allowance are the inclusion of 
the following limitations in each of the independent claims directed toward a system 
(and corresponding method) for facilitating delegated processing of at least portions of 
requests associated with request messages received via a communicatively couple 
network link: 

"at least on bus structure communicatively linking the set of specialized handler 
processors to the intelligent switch and request reassignment tracking logic 
enabling the intelligent switch to route messages associated with at least the 
portion of the reassigned request between the identified handler processor and 
the network interface, thereby facilitating completing at least the portion of the 
new request through communications between the identified handler of 
specialized handler processor and the network interface via the intelligent switch 
without intervention by the default handler processor" (from claim 1 ) and 
"executing, by the identified handler processor, at least the portion of the new 
request, wherein during the executing step the identified handler processor 
communicates with the network interface via the intelligent switch; thereby 
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bypassing the default handler processor while executing at least the portion of 

the new request" (From claim 13).
